UMK proceeded to read an opinion of 
th« late Jwtf* Mitenell, which waa 
handed down from the supreme 
beach by that able Jurist. Mr. Col- 
erick discussed the opinion as he 
read it. He then appealed to the jury 
an Individuals, 
asserting that the 


defendant was entitled to the indi- 
vidual opinion of every juror, say- 
Ing: "An easy conscience is all there 
is in life to lire for and if each juror 
obeys the dictates of his heart and 
abides by the decision of his own 
conscience he will have done his 
duty. If he yields and is not satis- 
fied then he breaks his promise made 
to this woman when he entered up- 
on the panel to try her." He then 
said that there was some things of 
which the defense 
had a right to 


complain and one of them was that 
they had no opportunity to examine 
that stomach. 
The fair thing for 


Mr. Doughman to have done was to 
have given part of the stomach to 
the defense that they might have 
Dr. Gross, or some other competent 
chemist, make an analysis, but'no, 
he gave half to Dr. Drayer and the 
other half was sent to a professor at 
Purdue. 


Mr. Colerick said that out of the 


mouths of the state's own witnesses 
it was proved that everything in the 
Hasenfuss-Westenfeld 
home 
was 


peace and quietude, except that one 
witness had perjured herself. 
He 


then proceeded to arraign Mattie 
Chambers, who had testified that 
Mrs. Hasenfuss said, "if he doesn't 
die soon I will help him along." He 
read her testimony and described 
l.er actions on and off the stand. At 
5-30 Judge 
O'Rourke 
adjourned 


court. Mr. Colerick having used one 
hour and fifteen minutes of the 
three and one-half hours to which he 
*as entitled. 


Mr. Henry Colerick resumed his 


argument promptly at 9 o'clock this 
morning. He reviewed the evidence, 
the law and the life of the defendant 
and in the closing half hour offered a 
theory as to the cause of Carl West- 
enfeld's death. He asked the jury if 
the evidence against Mrs. Hasenfuss 
was as plain as were the indications 
that Carl Westenfeld had committed 
suicide. He dwelt upon the old man's 
last day in life. In the afternoon 
he locked himself in his room and 
would not admit either Mrs. Krieg or 
Mrs. Hasenfuss. Later he called the 
defendant and told her that he was 
going to die and requested her to 
send for bis brother. "What did he 
do in that room while the door was 
locked?" queried the attorney. "He 
had poison there and what is more 
probable than that he took some of 
that poison and ended his own llfef" 
He discussed all the points in the evi- 
dence that would support this theory 
and closed with an appeal to the 
jurymen to do their duty and return, 
each man for himself, a verdict dic- 
tated alone by his concslence. 


MB. DOUGHMAN CLOSES. 


It was 11:15 when Prosecutor 


Doughman began the closing argu- 
ment for the state. He said: "I now 
address you, jurors, as a part of my 
duty in the case, and I want to go 
over the case with you fairly. Ever 
since the death of Carl Westenfeld I 
have devoted my time and attention

of words, no acting. If X say any- 
thing to you not In accord with your 
conscience I ask you not to consider 
it 
X had but one end to ascertain in 


this cue and that was the Qod's 
truth. If I had found one straw 
in the way of this woman that could 
hare interfered with Justice I would 
have removed it. I could have said 
to the examining magistrate, I could 
have said to the sheriff or to any of 
the oftcers that there is no case and 
the defendant would have been dis- 
charged, but the evidence would not 
warrant such an act on my part. 
The strictures and criticisms of one 
of the counsel for defense have been 
severe, but I will say that X have not 
been bitter nor dishonest. The coun- 
sel charged me with carrying the cor- 
oner's report in my pockets for 
weeks. He either did not know the 
facts or made a misstatement. What 
did Dr. Barnett have to gain or loseP 
What did Dr. Drayer have to gain or 
lose? 
What did Sheriff Melching 


have to gain or lose, and what did 
Mr. Gorsline have to gain or loseF 
Nothing. Has it come to this that 
in this community it is as much a 
crime to prosecute as to commit 
crimef I am only desirous that right 
and justice shall triumph. I have no 
ill-will against this defendant except 
in so far as her conduct has been in 
conflict with the laws of the state. 
She is charged with the greatest of 
all crimes. The state of Indiana has 
guarded with jealous hands the 
rights of her citizens and their prop- 
erty, and asks that no innocent per- 
sons be convicted. He who outrages 
the law, however, must pay the pen- 
alty in a court of justice. If there is 
anything that Indiana has a reputa- 
tion for more than another it is one 
of these two: First, it deals justly 
with violators of the law, and sec- 
ond, it punishes the guilty." 


Mr. Doughman here stated that he 


would consider the evidence in the 
afternoon discussion and would de- 
vote the time before dinner to meet- 
ing some of the statements of the at- 
torneys for the defense. 
He 
had 


watched them and listened in the 
hope that they might give 
some 


cause for the death of Carl Westen- 
feld. But they didn't. They talked 
of strychnine, of suicide and of chol- 
era morbus, but they did not offer 
any theory as to the real cause of the 
old man's death. They were desirous 
only of kicking up dust, enough to 
blind the jury, to create a doubt in 
the minds of the jurymen as to the 
cause of death. He said he didn't 
want the defendant convicted if she 
was not guilty and told the jury that 
if he was in one of their places he 
would not render a verdict of guilty 
until every reasonable doubt of guilt 
had been removed; 
in fact, until 


every treasonable hypothesis of guilt 
had been excluded. 
There must be 


common sense in the jury box and 
he did not believe that all the law 
books and all the charges in the 
world could change this common 
sense. Mr. Doughman then discussed 
the character of the defendant and 
asked Mr. Morris why witnesses were 
not put on the stand to sustain her 
character. Mr. Morris replied, "Be- 
cause you did not attack it." The 
prosecutor responded that it was not 
necessary for them to attack it, that 
the law of the state allowed witnesses 
to be placed on the stand to testify 
as to a defendant's character and 
such evidence must be considered.
